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To apply for a rebate or grant from the Oregon Rental Home Heat Pump Program, there are information
and documents the Oregon Department of Energy will need along with the application. Contractors may
need to gather this information or documentation from the customer (owner of the rental dwelling or
manufactured home or recreational vehicle in a rented space), who may need to gather information
from their tenant. Below is a checklist of the documents and information ODOE will ask for in order to
receive funds.

If applying for a low- or moderate-income rebate, proof is required. Redact all confidential personal
information such as SSNs. There are three options for determining eligibility:

1. Option 1: Proof of participation in programs administered by Oregon Housing and Community
Services (listed on the form).

2. Option 2: Proof that a member of the household has participated in an assistance program
(listed on the form) in the last seven months.

3. Option 3: Provide a tax transcript for each tax filer residing at the dwelling where the heat pump
will be installed that shows that the household adjusted income is less than or equal to 100% of
state median income adjusted to the applicable household size (shown in table above).
